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“The Lower House of the Legislature 
has passed a bill providing for a draft, 
which, we presume, will be substantially 
adopted by the Senate. Its main provis- 
ions are, in our opinion, judiciously 
framed. 

We may premise, however, that the quota 
of the WW,000 for three years has not yet 
been assigned, and we do not know how 
many regiments exactly will be required. 
Our quota to be drafted for nine months' 
service will be the same, as there are to be 
JWO, 000 of them raised. It is understood 
that volunteers for nine months will not be 
needed at all at present, and not until our 
quota of three yedrs men is full. We be- 
lieve that volunteers to fill up the old regi- 
ments are in order. Some will prefer en- 
listing in them, as their immediate friends 
and neighbors are there already. If these 
regiments are net filled up with volunteers, 
and also the new regiments of infantry for 
three years service, they will be filled by a 
draft. 

So we believe the matter stands; and now 
for the mode of drafting, as provided in this 
bill. The militia are to be divided into as 
many classes as there are men required 
Say if one in every ten of the militia is re- 
quired, then the division will be in classes 
of ten. This division is to be made by a 
Commissioner, appointed in each county. 
Then the day for the draft comes at the 
place appointed. Each class is drafted 
separately. If they can induce one of their 
number to go without drafting, they arc 
released from the draft; or if they can pro- 
vide a substitute outside, not subject to 
draft, or not drafted, he will be accepted, 
and no draft of that class will be required. 
If no one is provided after an hour and a 
half s consultation, then the draft takee 
place. The process is simple and impar- 
tial, so as to equalize the chances. Those 
who are already in the service, or who have 
•®rved nine months and have been regu- 
larly discharged, are not subject to draft. A 
drafted man is at liberty to find a substi- 
tute. 

Citizens of the State who absent them- 
selves will not avoid the draft. 

There is one provision just between 
counties, considering them parties to the 
matter, but very unjust to individuals. 
When a county has already furnished its 
full quota of all the requisitions hitherto 
made, including the present, it is not sub- 
ject to draft at all, and each county is 
credited upon the present requisition with 
whst it has furnished over previous ones. 

In this way the Secesh will escape a draft 
in some counties: the Union men having, 
by their patriotic action, relieved them of 
the burden. We can t consider this just to 
individuals. If this feature is retained the 
Legislature ought to tax those thus exempt- 
ed, in order to pay a bonus to those who 
have thus relieved tbem by volunteering. 

It will be seen that there is no way to 
escape this draft, but by promptly filling up 
the old regiments and the new ones of three 
years meu. Then the War Department 
will, no doubt, accept volunteers for the nine 
months service. For obvious reasons tbe 
volunteers for the three years' service will 
have precedence. 

Practically, in our judgment, the time 
will make little difference, as there is at 
least no probability that this war will last 
over twelve months more. When our pres- 
ent requisition is filled, and gets into the 
field, it will make short work of the armies 
of the rebels; and although a large military 
force may be required for some time, most 
of those now required will be discharged. 

Recollect, the way to end this matter and 
prevent, too, the effusion of blood, is to 
hasten up an overwhelming number. Each 
additional volunteer is some security for 
the life and safety of the one who preceded 
him. Send enough and littla resistance 
will be posaible.

Houses have gone into general business, 
not confining themselves to the state 
of the nation. Before censure it 

passed upon them for this, the people 
■bould understand that a considerable time, 
say several days, had to be passed before 
tbe Committee on Military Affairs, the Ju- 
diciary, and other committees, could report 
anything for the Houses to act upon. The 
Legislature would have been perfectly idle 
during this preliminary period, and you 
know the remark of Doctor Watts, upon a 
similar occasion, about the gentleman in 
black providing occupation for those who 
had nothing to do. They are beginning 
however, to not. There isn bill to re-enact 
the aid State Guard law, with certain 
amendments, in order to render the act ef- 
ficient, and cull it of its objectionable fea- 
tures. 

Tbe Uouse this morning passed one very 
important measure requesting the General 
Government to allow an extension of time 
for Kentucky to furnish twelve months vol- 
unteers, in lieu of the draft. The effect of 
it is this that if that time is allowed the 
quota will be full. 

A discussion also arose upon the question 
of drafting, as to counties which had fur- 
nished their quota — say a county of a thou- 
sand had furnished five hundred, would it 
be right to draft in that county? Upon its 
face it would seem that they should be ex- 
emg t; but it was urged, upon the other side, 
that so far from its relieving them, it would 
be better to urge it there. A county has 
promised every loyal man in it — as many 
counties have— if, when the draft comes, the 
county is exempt, U places Ike tax wholly 
upon the loyal men, and relieves the disloyal. 
The arguments to the contrary, however, 
prevailed. The bill »• — i — „ . intri- 
cate Tor a review You will have the bill in 
full, in time, and can comment for your- 
selves. 

There appears to be a general agreement 
to raise ten thousand troops by the State for 
its defense; these to be apportioned among 
the counties as county guards; a hundred, 
or near It, to each county. Of these, five 
thousand are to constitute a reserve force, 
for the especial defense of the counties, and, 
as I understand, were not to be removed 
from it. The remaining five thousand, it 
was proposed by the bill, should be subject 
to the order of the Governor, as commander- 
in-chief, to be moved to any quarter of the 
State that might be attacked, and to be paid 
whole in actual service. 

Tbe minority disagreeing with these, 
proposed that the five thousand should be 
enlisted for the war , and paid, of course, all 
the time, whether engaged in actual expe- 
ditions or in camps; in short, that it should 
be a regular State army. 

This is going to involve much discussion, 
and how it will be decided I cannot tell. 

If you can you are the wiser man. You 
can see from this that tbe State is in earn- 
est and is resolved to expel marauders from 
our boundaries. 

A bill was reported by Mr. Burnham, 
chairman of tbs committee on Education, 
and passed the lower House, providing that 
all teachers of public schools, Ac., should 
be required to take an oath of allegiance. 
The Seaate did little of importance, being 
involved, a part of the time, in discussions 
about paying the expenses of a Senator 
wbose election had been declared invalid. 
That, I believe, was the question. If any- 
thing else of importance was done, I don’t 
know what it was, being engaged in the 
other House. Keportes.

They will keep separate accounts of food 
distributed. 

First — Families of Federal recruits.

Third— Families of Confederate soldiers. 
They will carefully keep in a systematic 
manner all the books and records necessary 
to show, in a clear and concise manner, all 
their transactions, ready aud subject at all 
times to the inspection of the Government 
officers who may be appointed or detailed to 
examine or supervise them.

The telegraphic line was tapped iu various 
places, and important military dispatches 
iutercepted. Col. Morgan was thus kept 
posted as to the movements of the euemy to 
cap ure him. From the last telegraphic 
station that he visited — Somerset, Ken- 
tucky — he sent the following dispatchesover 
his own signature:

Good morning, George D. I am quietly 
watching the complete destruction of all of 
Uncle Sam s property in this little burg.

Major Harney will see 
that this order is executed, and to this end 
he will detail from his command a suffi- 
cient force to guard all the avenues leading 
from the city, and to inspect all steamboats 
and railroad trains arriving at or depart- 
ing from the city.

Mr. Weckoff, Assistant Superintendent, 
ou bis way to upper agencies, met a messen- 
ger six miles from Fort Ridgley, Monday 
morning, anuouucing the outbreak at the 
lower scout agent’s, and the murder of all 
the whites except a few.

Roads 
iu the direction of New Ulm was lined 
with murdered men, women and children. 

In an adjoining room hesaw a child with 
its head cut off, and27 others, mutilated with 
gashes. ’ 

The people of New Ulm are dealing with 
what arms they can get, and are fully awake 
(o their danger, and are determined to de- 
fend the town to the last. 

Mr. Porter left New Ulm last Tuesday 
morning, and was overtaken by a man who 
escorted the Indians, whoattacked the town 
200 strong, at 5 o’clock p. m., and burned 
several buildings. Several citizens were 
seen to fall. The people gathered and had 
barricaded t lie streets. 

Other letters to Governor Ramsey say 
hundreds are known to be killed, and it is 
believed a thousand. Gov. Ramsey yester- 
day ordered the militia, with horses, to the 
scene of action.
